In spite of its labor troubles 
England is impervious to soviet 
propaganda, and as long as Britain 
remains unscotched there is not 
much chance for Red domination of 
the rest of Europe. But the British 


It is an axiom 
that when India falls the British 
empire must fall. Most of England's 
so-called crimes and tragic mis- 
takes have been due to her frantic 
effort to protect herself in this vital, 
but exposed, jugular ein. Since 
the days of Peter the Great it has. 
een foreddomed that the day would 
come when Russia would pour 
through the K r Pass and wreck 
the British empire. In his great 
poem, “The Truce of the Bear,” 
Kipling plainly gave warning of the 
danger and repeated it in several of 
his short stories. Homer Lea pre- 
dicted that Russia would one day 
overrun India, tear the British em- 
pire apart and terrorize Western 
Europe. So exposed has been this 
weak point in England's mighty 
armor that for years the British 
have been obliged to pay a large 
money tribute every year to the 
Ameer of Afghanistan, who stood 
in the doorway between India and 
Russia. 

Lenine scarcely can hope to over- 
come the whole British empire. His 
intention was directed, no doubt, at 
one of two goals. He either hopes 
to force England to recognize the 
soviets by creating an embarrassing 
situation, or he is deliberately try- 
ing to set the Orient on fire. Rus- 
sia is an oriental nation at heart, 
and always will be. 

The hand of Germany, however, 
is also plain in these cavalry raids, 
which may develop. into anything. 
Coupled with the threat of an up- 
rising of the royalists in Berlin, its 
purpose is plain. The plot is to 
create a great necessity for large 
bodies of British troops to be sent 
to India to protect the northern 
passes into Russia, at the same 
tin?® create a disturbance in Ger- 
many so menacing that England 
will be afraid to send them away 
frorg Western Europe.

Hyperbolical invocations to the spirits of 


the great dead will fill no ballot boxes. 


Lincoln and Washington and Andrew Jack- 


son had entirely different problems to solve. 
No one knows how they would have ap- 
proached present-day controversies. The 
future of the country is in the keeping, not 


of dead giants, but chiefly of live mediocri- 


ties. 
For a candidate simply to claim that he 


is “100 per cent. American” is in itself 


meaningless. It sounds too much like a 
woman advertising her virtue or a man his 
honesty. The mere fact of seeking the suf- 
frage of American citizens presupposes this 
quality. 

What the voters wish to know is pre 
cisely what is implied in the claim of a 
100-per-cent. Americanism and how the can- 
didate proposes to put it to work. Gov. 
Coolidge sprang into immense and immedi- 
ate popularity because he gave the people 
a practical illustration of his personal brand 
of Americanism. On the other hand, the 
California electorate has not forgotten that 
it elected a President on the claim that “he 
had kept us out of war,” to find four years 
later that he was just as obstinate in keep- 
ing us out of peace. : 

The voters don’t want a campaigu of 
muckraking and mud-slinging. They de- 
mand constructive, not destructive, criti- 
cism. In the words of Will Hays, they are 


locking for a programme of “Live and 


HELP live.” | 
The people ask plain, crisp, succinct dec- 
larations from all who expect serve the 
public interests after the next election. 
They require such statements of policy as 
a business manager draws up for a board 
of directors. 
They don't want a fancy picture of far- 
fetched promises incapable of realization. 
A candidate’s pledge will have to be as 


good as his signature to a check. The peo- 


ple are in no mood to tolerate camouflage 


or evasion. 


Women are going to have'a large infu- 
ence in the coming election and the women 
have developed a shrewd political sense 
that will not succumb to old-fashioned 
methods for working up campaign enthusi- 
asm. Women are pushing the domestic 
problems very much into the foreground 
and the Presidential candidate who wins 
their suffrage must be one who has proved

It is certain 
the women will not rest content with this 
discrimination, They have just as much 
right to work as to vote. Thousands of 
them became skilled workers during the 
war and can hold their own with the best 
of the men, Why, then, it is asked, raise 
these legal barriers against them? ‘This is 
certainly toadying to the unions with a 
vengeance. Before 1914 the exclusion of 
women from the ranks of industry in Brit- 
ain was merely a trades-union custom; now 
it bas been given the force of law. The
